LUE CROSS/ BLUE SHIELD 

Blue Cross/Blue Shield will assume the role of claims 
administrator for PEEHIP effective October 1, 1992. PEEHIP 
members will not have to be re-enrolled to continue their 
coverage. The following changes will be implemented October 
1, 1992: 

1 . The out-of-pocket cost for employee will 
remain the same, $2.00 for individual coverage 
and $ 1 24.00 for family coverage. The rates for 
supplemental coverages will remain at $35.00 
per plan per month. Employees using the state 
allocation to pay for the four supplemental 
programs will still receive coverage at no cost 
to the employee. 

2. The dental coverage will be eliminated from the 
PEEHIP Hospital Medical Plan, although dental coverage 
will still be available as one of the four optional plans, and 
dental coverage will still be provided to the employee using 
the Complete Health HMO plan. 

3. Prescription co-pay charges for name brand drugs will 
increase from $ 10.00 to $1 5.00, while generic drugs co-pay 
will remain at S5.00. 

4. The co-pay for a doctor’s visit will increase from $ 1 5.00 
to $20.00 per visit.
